Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter. The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the 
invention described in U.S. Patent No. 5,623,413, issued to Matheson, the improvement 
comprising a system and method for managing locomotives in a railyard, including a parking yard 
and a service yard, based on possible future states of the parking yard and the service yard, 
wherein a metric is determined for parking decisions using the initial state of the locomotives in 
the parking yard and the service yard, an inbound schedule is determined that identifies the 
locomotives arriving on an inbound train consist, an outbound schedule is determined that 
identifies the outbound train consist to which each locomotive is assigned, whereby the possible 
railyard parking options and choosing of a present locomotive railyard parking option is 
determined based on the possible future railyard parking configurations and the metric. 
Furthermore, the improvement enumerates possible present locomotive railyard parking options 
and possible future railyard parking configurations arising from each possible present locomotive 
railyard parking option. This patentable distinction is included in each of the independent claims, 
nos. 1 and 16. The art of record, either individually or in combination, fails to teach, suggest, or 
render obvious the useful, concrete and tangible <method for managing locomotives in a 
railyard> having the corresponding structure which is disclosed in the specification and
